HUNDREDS of spectators at 
Dover’s 11th annual regatta were 
left horrified after a man was killed 
in a powerboat crash. 

Crowds lined the seafront as the adrenalin¬ 
pumping race took place in the harbour, but 
tragedy struck just before 1pm on Saturday 
when two of the speedboats collided. 

Reports from witnesses suggest one of the 
boats - which were travelling at about 60mph - 
hit a wave, causing it to jump and skim across 
another boat, hitting one of the passengers. 

Alex Edmonds, 41, from Lower Stoke in 
Medway and a member of the Allhallows 
Yacht Club, suffered serious head injuries and 
died at the scene. 

Witnesses said the victim was brought to 
shore in the boat and a tent was put up so as 
not to distress the crowds. 

Emergency services, including Kent Fire and 
Rescue, were on the scene within minutes and 
a Kent Air Ambulance was scrambled, 
although it did not get used. 

Charlie Elphicke, Tory parliamentary candi¬ 
date for Dover and Deal, said he spoke to one 
of the men who helped pull the boat to shore. 

“It is absolutely shocking - shocking,” he 
said. “The guy I spoke to said the man was in 
a very bad state and wasn’t moving or making 
any noise when they towed him in, but the 
emergency services were fantastic and tried 
their best to help him. 

“It is such a tragedy. My heart goes out to the 
family. It was such a lovely day, people were

Colouring book 
to tour towns in 
record attempt

A GIANT colouring book 
celebrating the transform¬ 
ation of Dover Castle is on a 
journey around Kent for a 
supersized record attempt. 

English Heritage created the 6ft x 
5ft colouring book - the world’s 
biggest - and is inviting hundreds of 
people to colour the pages as it 
moves around the South East en 
route to Dover. 

If the huge task is completed, it 
will gain a place in the record books. 

The current Guinness World 
Record, set in 2008, stands at 5ft 
lOin x 4ft llin. 

The giant book is filled with 
images of the newly-transformed 
Great Tower at Dover Castle. 

Louise Dando, of English Heritage, 
said she hoped it would help people to 
learn about the Middle Ages as well 
as celebrate the £2.45m renovation. 

“We wanted to make a big state¬ 
ment about the bold and vibrant 
colours of the medieval world that 
people will become immersed in at 


the Great Tower, and what better 
way than to get them colouring in a 
little bit of that world?” she said. 

The new, lavishly-furnished keep 
and tower were launched with a spec¬ 
tacular light display on August 1. 

Characters from the 12th century, 
including King Henry II himself, met 
guests and showed them around the 
refurbished chambers. 

The castle was lit up in psychedelic 
colours and a never-before-used Digi- 
Da-Vinci system projected giant 
images on to a 31-metre-high wall. 

Ms Dando said she hoped the 
world record attempt would get more 
people interested in history. 

“It’s a real shame that many people 
think the Middle Ages were grey and 
drab,” she said. “They were anything 
but and the psychedelic colours and 
equally colourful characters guests 
will encounter in the Great Tower 
will really change those ideas. 

‘We want as many people as possi¬ 
ble to get involved and help us create 
a colourful and fun world record.”

Town urged to get behind 
memorial idea with panto

GEORGE Cross For Dover cam¬ 
paigners are putting on a panto¬ 
mime to raise money for a war 
memorial garden in remembrance 
of the civilians who were killed in 
the Second World War. 

It is part of a two-year battle to have the town 
awarded a George Cross - it is backed by a 
number of high-profile people including deputy 
Labour leader Harriet Harman and Forces 
sweetheart Vera Lynn. 

Dover was known as Hellfire Comer during 
the conflict and was the only British town to 
suffer near-constant bombardment from Nazi 
artillery in France. 

It Ain’t ’Alf Dover Dad, set in a prisoner-of- 
war camp, is being shown at Dover Town Hall 
on Friday, August 21, at 7pm. 

Tony Cleaver, vice-chairman of the George 
Cross Campaign, said funds raised through the 
pantomime would help with their plight to get 
the 210 Dover civilians who died in the Second 
World War recognised. 

“We’re looking at the St James’s site as 
the location for the garden, but we need to 
raise money for surveys and other planning 
needs,” he said. 

“It might not be possible to have it there, but 
we are determined to have one somewhere in 
the town to remember the people who died. 

“There are lots of war memorials around the 
country, but as far as we know, there are none 
for the civilians who were killed.” 

Tory parliamentary candidate Charlie 


Elphicke is one of many well-known faces tak¬ 
ing to the stage in aid of the campaign. 

The night will open with popular folk-rock 
band The Dealers, while local singer Kaz, who 
sings wartime songs to audiences up and down 
the country, will also perform. 

Mr Cleaver said: “The play is about Dover in 
World War Two and it’s full of music and come¬ 
dy. There’s also going to be a chance for the audi¬ 
ence to get involved and there will be a raffle.” 

As part of the George Cross for Dover cam¬ 


paign a DVD about the war has also been cre¬ 
ated by the group. 

A leaflet has been produced in conjunction 
with the film, telling people about Dover’s 
Second World War history.

Anger as arcade 
given go-ahead 

RESIDENTS against the development 
of an amusement centre in Deal have 
slammed the district council for giving 
the go-ahead before the consultation 
period had ended. 

Objectors criticised the local authority, 
claiming it had “pushed through” plans 
for the old Strand pub on Thursday, July 
30, despite representations being sought 
until the following day. 

But Dover District Council has defend¬ 
ed its decision, stating it had been clear 
there were no further public represent¬ 
ations to be made. 

The application for an amusement cen¬ 
tre in the High Street had been turned 
down in April and an appeal was lodged. 

But following approval by DDC’s plan¬ 
ning committee two weeks ago, the 
appeal was withdrawn and the subse¬ 
quent public inquiry set for Tuesday, 
September 22, cancelled. 

Withdrawn 

Deal town councillor Bryan Hender¬ 
son, who voted against the development, 
said he and others living nearby were 
disappointed with the decision. 

Cllr Henderson also said the appli¬ 
cation had been rejected by Deal Town 
Council’s planning committee and he 
was “fed up” with permission being 
granted for developments when they 
were rejected by town councils. 

But a planning officer from DDC said 
that, although their views were taken 
into account, the district committee did 
not have to agree with town councillors. 

DDC also denied claims that the plan¬ 
ning committee had made the decision 
before the end of the consultation period. 

The planning officer said: “The written 
recommendation safeguarded the posi¬ 
tion regarding the consultation period by 
making clear that this decision was sub¬ 
ject to no further public representations 
raising fresh issues and I clarified this 
point further at the meeting.”

smiling and having fun and then 
this awful tragedy happened.” 

Bill Fawcus, chairman of Dover 
Seasports Development Trust, which 
helps organise the regatta, said 
powerboat-racing was immediately 
stopped, but the victim’s parents 
asked for other events to continue. 

“His family said Alex would have 
wanted the regatta to cany on, so we 
went ahead except for powerboat¬ 
racing,” Mr Fawcus said. 

“This was a very sad and tragic 
accident and our hearts go out to 
his family and friends and also to 
his colleagues and competitors who 
were deeply shocked and saddened 
by what happened.” 

Mr Fawcus told Yourdover that 
the accident did not necessarily 
mean powerboat-racing would be off 
the agenda for next year’s regatta. 

Paul Boland, from Dover, was on 
the seafront when disaster struck 
and said the feeling of the crowd 
changed: “I was strolling along tak¬ 
ing pictures when I bumped into a 
couple of people saying something 
awfiil had happened... everyone 
was in shock, it felt very deflated 
down on the seafront.” 

An investigation by the Marine 
Accident Investigation Board is 
under way. 


AN AYCLIFFE man is believed to 
have died of Legionnaires’ disease. 

According to reports on communi¬ 
ty websites, Kevin Carroll, 50, died 
on Saturday night after falling ill 
with the respiratory disease earlier 
in the week. 

He was an avid member of the 
Dover Saints Scooter Club and was 
described by friends on its website as 
a “great guy”, with many expressing 
their shock at his sudden passing. 

According to a profile on the site, 
Mr Carroll worked for Stagecoach 
and had recently married. 

The club and his family hope to 
organise a ‘scooter send-off with a 
procession of scooters at the funeral. 
The date is yet to be confirmed. 

He is one of three people to have 
been struck down with the rare 
Legionella pneumonia disease in east 
Kent in the past week. It is caused 
when water droplets containing the 
Legionella bacterium are inhaled. 

East Kent Hospitals University 
Trust confirmed that an elderly 
patient at the William Harvey 


Hospital developed the condition, 
leading to staff spending much of the 
weekend disinfecting shower and 
bath fittings. 

Another case was admitted to the 
hospital in Ashford, but they were 
already sick with the infection. 

Both are seriously ill but stable. 

Mr Carroll had no known connec¬ 
tion to the William Harvey Hospital 
and was reportedly admitted to the 
Kent and Canterbury Hospital 
already ill from the disease. 

The Health Protection Agency has 
confirmed that the risk of anyone 
contracting an infection at the Ash¬ 
ford hospital is minimal and that it 
cannot spread from person to person. 

Anyone who visited the William 
Harvey Hospital between July 27 
and August 9 and has developed a 
flu-like illness or chest infection 
should phone their GP or the hospi¬ 
tal helpline on 01233 616161. 

Legionnaires’ disease is a type of 
pneumonia named after a severe 
outbreak that affected a meeting of 
the American Legion in 1976.

Guest House in Folkestone Road after 
moving to Dover from Lewisham in 
1998. Mr Hilton stood as a councillor in 
numerous local elections. 

His funeral is at Barham Crematorium 
at midday on Friday (August 14). 


VIEW THIS CLIP ON 
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AN ALGERIAN family living in 
Dover for the past four years have 
been deported after the mother 
decided to “leave with dignity’. 

Sarnia and Noradine Berzi and their sons 
Sami, 13, and M’Hand, 10, were sent back to 
their home country after a campaign to allow 
them to stay on compassionate grounds failed. 

In a moving text message to Kate Adams 
from the Kent Refugee Network, Sarnia wrote: 

“I received the letter. Refused. 

“I’m going home with the rest of my dignity. 
Thank you.” 

In some cases, deportees are forcibly put on 
aeroplanes home, but according to Ms Adams 
the Berzi family left without resistance. 

Ms Adams said the family had fled Algeria in 
2005 because of alleged domestic abuse from 
Mrs Berzi’s in-laws which had put the children 
at risk. 

The children attended local schools and spoke 
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English, while Sarnia had been working as a 
volunteer for the Dover Detainee Visitor Group, 
Kent Refugee Network, Barnado’s and St Gus- 
ton’s Church. 

But last week Immigration Minister Phil 
Woolas refused them residency, despite repre¬ 
sentations from Dover and Deal MP Gwyn 
Prosser and letters of support from charities 
across the UK. 

Ms Adams said “If we’d had longer to cam¬ 
paign I think it may have helped, but Sarnia 
didn’t want to go public with it. 

“She was hoping there would be something 
legal that would help her and her family, but 
unfortunately all the legal options were 
exhausted. 

“It is a very sad case as the family had 
settled here. They had been living with a friend 
in Dover and started a new life.” 

According to Ms Adams, a lack of fresh 


evidence had led to Mr Woolas’s decision. 
Labour MP Mr Prosser had pleaded with the 
immigration minister, but Ms Adams said it 
was too late. 

‘We didn’t have enough time,” she said. 

“There were letters of support from people all 
over the UK - there was a fantastic effort, but 
because Sarnia didn’t want the publicity it 
wasn’t very high-profile. 

“It also happened in the school holidays, 
which didn’t help. In another deportation case, 
students staged a demonstration to stop it 
happening.” 

Ms Adams said it was particularly heart¬ 
breaking as the family had settled into their 
new life in Dover. 

She said: “Most families get dispersed around 
the country, but because they could stay with a 
friend they stayed in the area. 

“I worked with Sarnia as a volunteer and she 
was brilliant - she could have gone far if she 
was given the right to stay and work. 

“She would have been a huge asset.”

She said: “My customers are very 
impressed with my produce, especially the 
crab - I’ve been selling out of it most days.

Asked whether she had any regrets swap¬ 
ping a bar in London for a stall on Dover 
seafront, she said: “I’d almost forgotten how 
lovely this area is.

Funding to kick-start 
construction projects 

EMPTY building sites on the Channel coast 
could come to life again through a new 
Government scheme set to breathe life into the 
ailing construction industry. 

Developers of 85 new homes in Cannon 
Street, Deal, and 97 in Westmount, Dover, are 
in with a chance of receiving vital funding to 
help push the projects through. 

They are two of 26 developments across the 
South East short-listed for a share of £109 mil¬ 
lion as part of the new Government-led 
Kickstart programme. 

It aims to help the construction industiy 
after it was hit by the economic downturn and 
kick-start building that had stalled as a result. 

Boost 

South East regional minister Jonathan Shaw 
welcomed the cash boost. 

He said: “This Kickstart funding will create 
jobs and significantly get the construction 
industry moving. 

“The construction business has been one of 
the worst-hit during the recession. This cash 
will ensure building sites start moving again. 

“A significant proportion of the homes will be 
affordable housing, which is a real priority for 
residents in the region.” 

Each project in the short list was identified 
by the Homes and Communities Agency 
through the Kickstart programme. 

A final assessment will now go ahead to see 
which ones are given the green light. 

But housing minister John Healey said the 
funding was not a handout to developers. 

“There are tough terms to this deal, including 
repayment of loans within five years, and only 
builders who accept realistic current market 
prices for their land are eligible,” he said. 

“I want to see builders back on these sites 
within weeks, so I will be calling on successful 
developers to pull out all the stops so construc¬ 
tion can restart as quickly as possible.”

QHow did you get into drawing cartoons? 

A 


Like most cartoonists, it’s something I’ve 
done since I was a child. Cartooning has 
always been there. About 12 years ago I start¬ 
ed sending gag cartoons to magazines on an 
on-spec basis and managed to get published 
fairly regularly. Then I set up a portfolio web¬ 
site and an online blog and began getting 
commissioned work. Five years ago I gave up 
the day job and became a full-time freelancer. 




Tell us a little bit about your background 


Q 


A I’m from Catterick in North Yorkshire. I’m 
41 and now live in Broadstairs with my 
wife and two young children. We moved to the 
area from London five years ago. I was a jour¬ 
nalist there for 10 years. It was a great job, but 
I was selling cartoons in my spare time and 
knew I really wanted to do that as a career. 
Not the most sensible of moves financially 
because freelancing is always precarious, but 
cartooning scores high in job satisfaction. 


Q 


Where do you see yourself in five years? 


A Hopefully selling more cartoons and not 
worrying about working in a recession. A 
regular slot in a high-profile newspaper is the 
dream. I’ll also be on the telly later this year as 
part of a team from the Professional Cartoon¬ 
ists’ Organisation who will be challenging the 
quiz experts on BBC2’s Eggheads.

Where do you get your inspiration? 


A This is almost the dreaded Where do you 
get your ideas from?’ question. To which I 
usually reply ‘Belgium’. But I’ll try to give a 
sensible answer. The inspiration is all around 
us. It’s in things people say and do, items on 
the TV or papers, new buzz-words and so on. 


Q 


Where are your cartoons featured? 


A They can be seen in magazines here and 
abroad in publications such as Private Eye, 
Reader’s Digest and The Spectator. I’ve 
worked for BBC Magazines, Oxford University 
Press, Channel 4 News and the Green Party, 
among others. The most unusual commission 
I’ve ever had was the request to come up with 
six cartoons on the subject of “anaerobic diges¬ 
tion”. That’s the process of turning waste into 
biofuels. A tricky one, but I managed it. 


Q What keeps you in Thanet r when London must be a more 
convenient location? 

A Not really, you can work anywhere as a 
cartoonist because commissions come via 
the internet and cartoons can be delivered by 
email. A lot of cartoon-related events take 
place in London, though, so I’d be lying if I said 
living in Broadstairs is never an inconven¬ 
ience, especially when you get the midnight 
train home and hear those three words that 
send terror through your soul: ‘replacement 
bus service’. But being at the beach-hut with 
an ice-cream from Morelli’s makes up for it. 


Q 


Who are your heroes? 


A I’m not sure I have heroes as such. There’s 
always a risk that they’ll let you down. I 
am, however, a fan of the mini chocolate bars 
of the same name.

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'Well keep wonder 
carp safe from nuts'

AS Britain’s fishermen mourn 
the death of Benson the common 
carp, the country’s biggest carp of 
all is thriving in a Kent lake. 

Weighing in at a hefty 671b 14oz, Two 
Tone, as the mirror carp is known, continues 
to grow at Conningbrook Lake in Willes- 
borough. 

The world of angling has gone into shock 
after it emerged that Benson - who at 641b 
2oz was the country’s largest common carp - 
was possibly killed by the use of nuts as bait, 
which is as good as a lethal poison to carp. 

There is no such danger that Two Tone will 
meet a similar fate, said Chris Logsdon, the 
fisheries manager for Mid Kent Fisheries. 

He said: “Just 75 people a year are allowed 
to fish the Ashford lake Two Tone is in, and 
they have been monitored for about a year to 
ensure they are proper anglers before we 
allow them on there.” 

He said only those who are fanatical about 
the sport were allowed near the lake, and 
several of them had still not managed to 
hook Two Tone, despite years of trying. 

Chris, who runs 29 lakes in the South

East, said: “Some of them are spending thou¬ 
sands of pounds on their equipment in the 
hope of getting the big one. 

“But there’s about 30 acres of water and 
just 30 fish in there, so catching Two Tone is 
tough. 


“He has been hooked a few times, but he is 
good at not being caught, which just ramps 
up the challenge. 

“There is a lot of competition among them 
to catch the biggest and best fish, and so 
some of the fish become well known. 

“One guy has been trying to catch Two 
Tone for 15 years.” 

Benson died in what is called a day-ticket 
fishery, which means that anyone is allowed 
to take a chance at catching him. 

Chris said: “We don’t run things like that 
here. There are very strict controls and we 
don’t let just anyone fish here. 

“They need to be proper anglers who know 
what they are doing. 

“It preserves the environment and it 
keeps the fish in good condition. That is just 
the way I run things. The fish need to be pro¬ 
tected. 

“I am a chartered environmentalist and 
have been doing this for 30 years, and that’s 
why we have a good name around the coun¬ 
try. 

“The cost of a 301b carp is around £3,500, 
so this is big business. 

“If you don’t have a fish of 301b, no one is 
interested in fishing that lake. They only put 
on about two pounds a year. To have Two 
Tone, who is about 30 years old, is a bit of a 
freak of nature.” 


Stay healthy and 
safe this summer 

HEALTH bosses have launched a campaign to 
help people have fun and stay healthy during this 
summer. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent said that after 
last summer more than 2,500 sexually transmit¬ 
ted infections (STIs) were diagnosed in the area. 

In a bid to ensure travellers don’t bring back an 
unwanted souvenir from their summer holidays, 
top tips include buying a 
pack of condoms in addi¬ 
tion to your normal contra¬ 
ception and keeping them 
away from oil-based prod¬ 
ucts such as sun lotion, 
baby oil and lipstick. 

As well as advice about 
protecting yourself from 
STIs, the campaign also 
focuses on staying safe in 
the sun. 

The PCT said skin can¬ 
cer was one of the most 
common cancers in the 
UK and some 1,700 people 
were being treated for 
malignant melanoma and 
other skin cancers in east 
Kent. 

Advice is to use sunblocks or sunscreens of at 
least factor 15, ensure children are protected with 
factor 30 and babies with 50-plus. 

By using the NHS Choices website when deal¬ 
ing with health issues such as sunburn and wasp 
stings (www.nhs.co.uk), or by calling NHS Direct 
on 0845 46 47 you can receive the health advice 
you need 24 hours a day, Ms Andrews said.

Pioneering diploma course offers alternative to A-levels for college learners

A COLLEGE in Dover has 
become one of the first in Britain 
to see its diploma students offered 
places at university. 

Officials at South Kent College have signed 
a progression agreement with the University 
of Kent, ensuring that when students finish 
their course next July they can go onto furt¬ 
her education. 

Previously, learners hoping to go on to uni¬ 
versity have needed A-levels, but in 
September the college introduced a new 
advanced diploma in society, health and 
development as an alternative. 

Although there are progression agree¬ 
ments being signed between colleges and 
universities across the country, South Kent 
College is the first to feature the diploma. 

Students on the course at the Dover cam¬ 
pus praised the scheme, with some already 
planning their futures in careers including 
nursing and midwifery. 

Sian Barton, 18, a first-year student on the 
course, said: “I did a year of A-levels and 
didn’t enjoy it at all. 

“I know I want to work with people, maybe 
social work or in the police, and this is a good 
course because there’s such a variety of sub¬ 
jects.” 

The new diplomas were designed to help 
meet the skills shortage in the health and 
care sector and are a mix of academic and 
vocational qualifications, alongside GCSEs 
and A-levels. 

A formal signing was held at the Dover 
campus by principal Monica Box and Paul 
Cambridge, admissions tutor from the 
University of Kent. 

Nikki Paine, learning manager for health

and care at the college, said the signing of the 
progression agreement was a significant step 
for the new diploma as an alternative to 
A-levels. 

“These diplomas are entirely based on case 
studies that show students exactly how 
methods in their textbooks are applied in 
real life. 

“Diplomas were brought in because 
employers felt other qualifications didn’t 
prepare young people for the realities of the 
workplace.” 

The course is made up of compulsory and 
optional subjects related to the chosen sector. 

Students also continue with English, 
maths and ICT.

Public 
services, already between the 
rock of inadequate funding and 
the hard place of Government 
demands for more cuts, must cut 
use of oil as quickly as possible. 

The private sector, hoping for a 
quick return to profitability as 
recession recedes, is in much the 
same position. 

So far, many high-street 
businesses have weathered the 
recession, but empty shop-fronts 
are increasing. 

New investment in energy 
efficiency and renewables is 
necessary to help lower long¬ 
term energy costs and keep up 


levels of employment. 

But such efforts depend on how 
far households control energy 
and fuel bills, allowing them 
more flexibility in spending with 
local businesses. 

Energy-inefficient households 
will experience rapidly rising 
costs for household heating and 
car use. The goal of responding 
positively to these challenges 
must include the realisation that 
better energy use is going to help 
maintain employment. 

So far, Kent Green Party does 
not see sufficient urgency among 
private- and public-sector leaders 
threatening us all with a longer, 
deeper recession.

It’s decision time for hare-coursing 
in Ireland. This is the month when, 
traditionally, the Minister for the 
Environment decides whether or 
not to allow another season of this 
legalised cruelty. 

His decision will relate specifically 
to the granting of a licence to the 
country’s coursing clubs allowing 
them to capture hares for use as live 
bait in coursing. 

If, as in previous years, the 
Department of the Environment 
opts to authorise the hare-netting, 
coursing events will again be staged 
from the end of September. 

At these, the hares will be forced 
to run from greyhounds in large 
wired enclosures, to escape through 
a narrow hatch... or be mauled, 
injured, killed, or tossed about like 
broken dolls - all for the purpose of 
fun and gambling. 

Many of the targeted hares will 
never see coursing day. 

They will die of injuries 
sustained while being netted or in 
the course of the unnatural captivity 
to which they are subjected. 

If, however, the minister withholds 
the hare-netting licence, there can 
be no coursing. Without hares to 
course, the baiting events would 
have to be cancelled. 

There are two factors that offer 
a glimmer of hope to the long- 
suffering hare. The first is the 
obvious fact that the Minister for 


the Environment, John Gormley, is 
leader of a party pledged to banning 
hare-coursing. 

The second factor is the Irish 
government’s official acceptance 
that the Irish Hare is now an 
endangered species. 

Hunting and coursing increase the 
mounting pressure on this gentle 
and inoffensive creature. 

We appeal to anyone who shares 
our view of hare-coursing to email 
the Irish Minister for the 
Environment, Mr Gormley, asking 
him to ban this horrible bloodsport.

Living like a god in sunny Cyprus 


I BY KATIE HODGE 


FROM the moment I touched 
down in southern Cyprus, I was 
whisked into another realm. 

I was off to cavort with the gods - in a 
junior suite at The Amathus, a hotel perched 
on the seafront and a stone’s throw from the 
centre of old-town Paphos. 

My room was palatial, with beautiful marble 
bathroom, minimalist Manhattan-style decor 
and a private, floodlit plunge-pool. 

A welcoming - and welcome - bottle of 
champagne set the tone, and a sophisticated 
bunch of flowers brought some Cypriot 
warmth to the room. 

I began my days like any self-respecting 
Goddess: indulgently. Breakfast on the sun¬ 
drenched terrace was, predictably, a feast from 
the heavens. 

On the first morning I opted for American 
pancakes with maple syrup and wafer-thin 
bacon. And I would have stopped there, only I 
spotted the cereal bar. 

But gods must concern themselves with 
higher matters, and leaving gastronomic 
delights behind me I made my way deeper into 
the ancient world. 

UNESCO has recently added the whole 
town of Paphos to its World Heritage list, and 
not without reason. 

Once the island’s capital, Paphos is now 
famous for the remains of the Roman gover¬ 
nor’s palace, with its strikingly well-preserved 
mosaics of times long past. 

Wandering around these ruins opens a door 
into another world, bringing history sharply 
into focus and leaving the wide-eyed explorer 
feeling humbled. 

Cyprus, the third-largest Mediterranean

island, is at the crossroads of three continents. 

The geographical position has, since antiqui¬ 
ty, played an important part in its turbulent 
history, while the influences of Africa, Asia and 
Europe abound. 

At my first stop, the Tombs of the Kings, I 
felt like I’d been dropped on to the set of some 
epic fantasy film. The large necropolis, lying 
just over a mile north-west of Paphos Harbour 
and carved out of solid rock, dates back to the 
Hellenistic and early Roman periods. 

Named due to their magnificence, the tombs 
are open to all and are remarkably untouched 
- a lack of tourist barriers means visitors can 
wander at leisure into the caverns, seemingly 
discovering them for the first time. 

Moving further inland, you can visit prehis¬ 
toric settlements, Greek temples, Roman the¬ 
atres, Byzantine churches and monasteries. 


Tranquil villages are scattered over inland 
regions, dotted with churches where old tradi¬ 
tions and customs have been kept alive. Those 
wanting a complete picture of the island need 
to allow for a longer visit than the few days I 
had. 

One trip to the lesser-developed area of Polis 
in the south was well worth a couple of hours 
on the road. Nestling in the Mediterranean 
landscape, the Saint Neophytos Monastery 
and the Egkleistra - a small cave carved out of 
the rock face by a hermit in the 12th century - 
were also must-sees. 

Is it possible to have too much of the sights 
and sounds of Cyprus? Not in three days, and 
probably not in three lifetimes - this is when 
it helps to be immortal. 

Unfortunately for me, I had a flight to catch: 
I wasn’t bom a goddess, after all.

Sienna is no stranger to

FROM the on-off engagement to 
Jude Law, to the rumoured romance 
with father-of-four Balthazar Getty, 
via the lovelorn Welsh actor Rhys 
Ifans who proposed three times, it 
feels like we know more about 
Sienna Miller’s relationship creden¬ 
tials than her acting ones. 

It’s a fact that hasn’t bypassed the 27-year- 
old actress, who’s more than aware of the 
impact her public break-up with Law in 2005 
had on her career.

£925m plan to restart 
development projects 

THE Government has announced a 
£925 million initiative that could allow 
work to recommence on 270 stalled 
development projects across England. 

According to the Housing Minister 
John Healey, the scheme could get build¬ 
ing work on 22,400 homes back on track 
and create 20,000 jobs. 

Every region already has projects 
shortlisted under the Kickstart 
Programme, which forms part of Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown’s Housing 
Pledge. 

More than 8,600 of the homes created 
by the scheme will be for affordable rent 
or sale, with two-thirds built to a stan¬ 
dard above building regulations, in an 
attempt to cut C02 emissions and 
reduce energy bills for the families that 
live in them. 

More than a third of the funding will 
go to housing associations and slightly 
under one-fifth to support developers in 
the form of direct grants, but only where 
firms cannot obtain finance from other 
sources. 

In addition, the Government expects 
almost half the money to be repaid with¬ 
in five years. 

'Change of use'law not 
top news for landlords 

LANDLORDS already having to cope 
with legislation surrounding the rental 
market may find themselves hit with 
extra costs and work if Government pro¬ 
posals come into force. 

The housing market downturn has led 
to a proliferation of landlords who have 
arrived in the sector almost by default as 
homeowners who need to relocate, but 
are unable to sell, turn to the rental mar¬ 
ket for a solution. 

According to experts, ministers are 
proposing changes that will affect hous¬ 
es in multiple occupation, such as stu¬ 
dent accommodation. 

One is that a ‘change of use’ under plan¬ 
ning law could be required if the number 
of people occupying a rental property 
exceeds three unrelated individuals. 

The cost of obtaining the consent, plus 
the risk of a void period cropping up 
during the process, could therefore add 
to the burden of both amateur and pro¬ 
fessional landlords. 

The Residential Landlords Association 
has said it will fight the changes, which 
are aimed at preventing residential 
areas in certain cities becoming predom¬ 
inantly occupied by students.

PROPERTY lending reached a 14- 
month high in June, but is still far 
below traditionally normal levels, 
according to the latest figures 
revealed by Bank of England. 

And economic experts say the lack of 
finances available to would-be homebuyers is 
holding back the recovery in the market. 

The bank said mortgage approvals were up 
35.2 per cent on June last year at 47,584, but 
this figure represented only about half the pre¬ 
vious average figure of 93,400 monthly mort¬ 
gage approvals. 

And it is a sign that despite pent-up demand, 
property buyers are simply not able to access 
the finance they need, real estate experts warn. 

The whole issue of lack of finance is holding 
back a property sector revival, analysts believe. 

New figures from Nationwide, the UK’s 
largest building society, show that prices 
increased 1.3 per cent in July, the fourth 
increase in five months. 

Its chief economist Martin Gahbauer said 
that tight supply, pent-up demand and histor¬ 
ically low interest rates had been enough to 
produce a bounce in prices despite the econom¬ 
ic downturn and lack of finance. 

But questions remain over the stability of 
property prices and restrictive lending criteria 
still being used by banks. 

There is still a great deal of concern over the 
state of the economy and long-term employ¬ 
ment figures, suggesting growth in mortgage 
lending will be slow at best. 

“These figures are positive news, but it is 
still extremely difficult to arrange mortgage 
finance for the majority of prospective buyers. 

“Unless you have a sizeable deposit, a good 
salary, a safe job and a faultless credit history, 
you'll struggle to be accepted for a loan,” said 


AS housebuilding activity rises again with the 
market becoming more active Ward Homes 
is warning youngsters to stay away from 
construction sites during the school summer 
holidays. 

While areas where building work is going on 
can look like exciting places for children to 
play, they also pose serious dangers, said the 
housebuilder. 

“Youngsters are often on the lookout for 
somewhere new and exciting to play, but con¬ 
struction sites are not adventure play¬ 
grounds,” said John Reed, construction direc¬ 
tor for Ward Homes. 

“As the school holidays are with us again, it 
is important to remind children and their par¬ 
ents about the potential dangers of building 
sites and the need to stay away from them.

Paul Samter, economist at the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders, believes that any recovery 
will be slow and drawn out. 

He said: “The outlook is still sluggish as 
capacity constraints on the lending industry 
and continuing deterioration in the labour 
market will act as a brake on the pick up.” 

The latest figures from the Building Societies 
Association also indicate a slight improvement 
in lending. Its data shows that gross mortgage 


have recently started work on three new 
developments.

lending by building societies was just under £2 
billion in June, the highest level seen this year 
and up 30 per cent on May.

“Net lending is only a small fraction of the 
levels seen through 2008 and lending for 
house purchases remains about 50 per cent 
below the long-run average,” said Brian 
Morris, head of savings policy at the BSA.

The Leaf not only has the right name 
for a zero-emission car, but also looks the 
part while being able to cover 100 miles 
on its lithium-ion batteries; 80 per cent 
of their capacity can then be restored by 
a 30-minute charge - the nose panel 
conceals the charging point. 

Pricing should be competitive too 
since, unlike hybrids, an electric car is 
less complex and cheaper to make.

Peugeot supermini style 
still attractive to buyers 


IT took time for Peugeot to hit the 
mark on superminis, but it has 
been on target ever since. 

The purple patch stretches back to the 1980s 
205, which became the best-selling Peugeot of 
all time during a 14-year run, only for the 
record to be smashed by its 206 successor. 

That car was only partially replaced by the 
207 tested here, continuing as a bargain base¬ 
ment alternative built in Slovakia. 

The bigger 207 wears its size well with sharp 
styling, a deep window line and huge sweeping 
headlamps. Not surprisingly, it is also roomier 
and more comfortable inside than the 206, 
even if the raked back cramps rear seating 
and headroom and costs some boot space, 
though the 60/40 split seats fold flat to create 
a van-like rear. 

The airy cabin was enhanced on the test car 
by the optional Cielo panoramic roof - a no- 
brainer really at £400 extra - and all this light 
falls on quality materials and an excellent 
dashboard layout far superior to the old 206’s. 

Extra audio controls are mounted on a wide 
stalk to the right of the steering column; obvi¬ 
ously cheaper than attaching them to the

wheel itself yet easily accessible whatever 
steering lock is applied. A lack of cabin 
stowage is the only real concern. 

Once on the move, you re-discover Peugeot’s 
forte in supermini chassis designs that consis¬ 
tently deliver a good drive with decent ride 
comfort. 

The 207 grips well and can be pressed hard, 
with well-controlled body roll on the comers. 

Engine choice runs from the lively 1.4-litre 
entry petrol engine - a better way into 207 
ownership than it appears - to mainstay 1.6- 
litre petrol variants and two similar capacity 
diesel line-ups. 

Our high level Sport spec test car had the 
1.6-litre HDi diesel unit in mid-range 90bhp 
output, which is a fine all-rounder (model 
price: £14,495). 

It can be a bit raucous when cold and under 
pressure, but there is plenty of pulling power 
for safer exiting of junctions or overtaking, 
though the five-speed gearbox feels vague. 

The 207 can look pricey, but has to be on any 
supermini shopping list and the current Verve 
special edition is a good deal from £12,040 
with alloys and air con as standard.

Stupples stutters 
but holds nerve to 
claim Welsh title 

KAREN Stupples put a difficult season 
behind her to win her first title in five years 
at the Wales Ladies Championship of 
Europe. 

The 36-year-old from Deal suffered a late 
blip in her final round at Royal St David’s 
but just hung on to finish one shot ahead 
of Korea’s Amy Yang to win her third 
career title. 

A delighted Stupples said afterwards: “I 
tried to let it go on the last few holes there, 
but fortunately I managed to hold on. 

“I think the front nine set me off to a fine 
start. I went off to a really good one and 
from that point on I sat back, I think, 
instead of keeping on attacking. It was 
interesting.” 

Problems 

Stupples went in to the tournament with¬ 
out a top-ten finish in 2009. Her season was 
disrupted severely by appendix surgery in 
March and problems with her legs which 
limited the amount of training she had 
been able to put in. 

Rounds of 69 and 71 saw her make the 
cut with ease on the links at Royal St 
David’s, but a six-under-par round of 66 on 
Saturday put her in contention. 

Starting the final round two shots behind 
Yang, Stupples got off to a dream start as 
she birdied three of the first four holes. 
Another at the eighth saw her reach the 
turn three shots clear. 

A dropped shot at the tenth was cancelled 
out by a birdie on the par-five 13th before a 
late wobble saw her drop two shots in the 
final three holes. Despite a bogey at the 
last, she carded a round of 70 to finish one 
shot clear of the field. 

The title was Stupples’s first since win¬ 
ning the British Open in 2004.
